His sentence Is the longest 
ever given a prisoner committed 
to the penitentiai-y nere on a simi- 
lar charge. 


Eighteen 
months ago Federal 
Judge J. C. Wilson of Fort Worth 
issued an order granting Dr. Cook 
freedom on probation. Courts de- 
termined the judge held no jurlsjllc- 
tlon after service of sentence had 
begun. 


Dr. Cook's health has been fail- 
ing under confinement and friends 
say he cannot live through his full 
sentence. He is editor of the pri- 
son newspaper, The New Era. 


Dr. Cclk started one of the most 
spectacular controversies of mod- 
ern exploration when he announc- 
ed In April. 1908, he had reached 
the north pole.

the Syrian highlands a man who 
was nicknamed "The Pair." 
He was a well-to-do landowner, 
had a family, a large number of 
servants, numerous friends, and yet 
he was scarcely ever seen (n socie- 
ty. He always went about alone, 
and yet not alone, he always took 
the worst, the wet or rough path, 
so that the good path by his side 
remained free, as If for a compan- 
ion whom he wished to honor. And 
yet no one was ever seen walking 
by his side. At home, at every 
meal, a special cover was laid in 
the place of honor; It consisted of 
white china and silver, which had 
always to be-bright and clean.. The 
large table was well filled, the fath- 
er sat at. the top, but the place on 
his right hand remained empty.

BUENOS AIRES, Argen- 


tina, Dec. 24. (AP)—An at- 
tempt to assassinate Presi- 
dent Hipolito Yrigoyen to- 
day was frustrated by the 
quickness of his guards, and 
the attacker was promptly 
shot down, seven bullets be- 
ing found in his body. 


The assailant, described by po- 


lice as an Italian anarchist named 
Giialberto Marlnolll, 44, fired

least three shots at the president- 
ial automobile as the President

''Fouty—Mary E., Read Death No- 
tice, But Hundreds Knew Her as 
Miss Molly—Schoolma'am," the fol-

neer Navarro. county resident and 
for many years a resident of Cor- 
sicana: 
A little more of the colorful tra- 
tlon of the old-time Texas school- 


ma'»m slipped Into tho past with 
the death Sunday of Mrs. Mary 
Elizabeth Fouty. 
Miss Molly, as 
scores of grown-up Texas school- 
boys and girls Knew her, died at 
the home of her niece, Mrs. F. E. 
McCurdy, 3541 . Potomac avenue, 
where she had been living for the 
last several years. 
She was 88 


years old. 


Mrs. Fouty began her career as a 


teacher sixty-eight years ago at a 
little settlement in Newton county, 
Georgia.

When Sherman made his destruc- 
tive march through Georgia 
the
